this period, INSIGNE has occupied' himself as the Managing Editor of 
the "Bataan News", a Filipino periodical. 

With regards to occupational"activity, INSIGNE advised T-5 that 
since" Ms - arrival in "the Urii ted'States on"‘July 57, 1956”he fias'been 
continuously" empIoyed''in the" capacity" of" T arm labor "management, newspaper

It was further determined that the 
"Bataan News 7 * is owned by INSIGNE and. one MELICIO H. JAOABAN and that the 
newspaper_has no contact with the Philippine Government.

hid an_occasion to""interview" INSIGNE' and“'INSIGNE' advised that in about 
1937 "he waS employed by Ens'Her-Allexander and Sarsooh Company of 
Sacramento, Ca lif ornia. "Previous to ’ 1937 he_ was "active" in" tEe'Filipino"' 
Agricultural Laborer^ Association in the immediate Sacramento,"California 
area in an effoft"’to"" iraprove~labor conditions' between' the employer and 
the Filipino• laborers.“"IVElIe'actlng in'such capacity, - INSIGHE claimed 
he received no salary except expense money, but did farm labor work in 
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the fields and contributed editorials to the "Philippine Mail" news¬ 
paper at Salinas, California on a part-time basis. INSIGNE revealed 

that'during his employment with the U, S. Employment Service at_ 

Sacramento he took a year*s leave of absence to become "Coordinator 
of Labor Relations for the Philippine "government. He was employed in 
this capacity for ten months during 191(5.

This informant 
recalls that PORTILLA. told him right after the end of World War II that 
he, PORTILLA, wanted to return to the Philippine Islands to organize the 
Filipinos for the Communists, T-3 stated that he recently visited 
PORTILLA and that PORTILLA stated that he was only joking when he said 
he would return to the Philippines to organize for the Communists, and 
that actually he thinks the Hukbalahaps are "crazy’ 1 . 

Confidential Informant T-it, a member of a local veterans 
organization, but wio is of unknown reliability, previously stated that 
he never heard of any Communist activity among the Filipinos in Phila¬ 
delphia, nor had he heard of any activity in behalf ox' the Hukbalahaps. 
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On March 3, 1951 j T-U advised that no r'-^^bers hearing from 
someone that COSML PORTILLA had been a member of the Communist fort 7 
about 15 or 20 years ago and he recalls that he saw PORTILLi in a Hay 
Day demonstration possibly in the 1930’s. T-L stated that because of 
the lapse of time, he cannot recall ■when this demonstration was held nor 
its exact location, and he added that he has not seen POfcTILLA. in over 
ten years. 


Confidential Informant T-5* a local Filipino businessman of 
known reliability, previously stated that a Filipino living in Philadel¬ 
phia by the name of PORTILLA spoke at a Communist Party Bally in the 
late or mid 1930’s. T-5 stated he heard this from someone a long time 

ago and that he cannot recall who told him* He also stated that he had 
heard that PORTILLA. had returned to the Philippines and that he was a 
leader in the Hukbalahap movement. 

On March 5, 1951# 1-5 advised that he had heard nothing new 
concerning PO cTFLIA and that the only thing he could add to the informa¬ 
tion previously furnished is that he recalls that the meeting, referred 
to above, at which POETFLLA spoke was some.where near the Philadelphia 
City Hall. He could not recall how the information concerning the meeting 
came to him, nor does he recall C03ME PORTILLA. 

Confidential Informant T-6, a Filipino professional man, of 
known reliability, advised that he never heard of COSML PORTILLA. 

Confidential Informant T-7, a member of a local veterans 
organization, but of unknown reliability, advised that he never heard 
of C03ME PORTILLA. 

Confidential Informant T-8, a Filipino who has been employed 
by the U. S. Government for over 30 years, but who is of unknown reliability, 
advised that neither he nor his American wife ever heard of COSMB PORTILLA. 

Confidential Informant T-9, a leader in Filipino social 
activities in Philadelphia, also of unknown reliability, advised that 
he did not know COSME PORTILLA.
